Great  swims  by  Maui  team 


The  club*s  swimming  team  met 
magnificent  success  during  their  visit 
to  Hawaii  taking  second  place  (by  a 
mere  30  seconds)  in  the  nine  mile 
ocean  relay  event  and  a  series  of 
second  places  in  the  Waikiki  Beach 
swim. 

In  this  article,  NORMAN 
ROGERS,  who  accompanied  the 
swimmers  as  a  sort  of  general 
factotum  and  managed  to  lose 
everything  from  his  swimming  trunks 
to  his  passport  along  the  way,  reports 
on  the  trip  and  the  individual 
achievements. 

Thirty-one  Tattersairs  people  toddled 
off  again  this  year  for  our  seventh  trip  to 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  for  the  14km  Maui 
Channel  Relay  Swim  and  the  4km 
Waikiki  Beach  Swim  from  Diamond 
Head  to  Hawaiian  Village. 

This  year  we  had  three  teams  with  20 
male  swimmers. 

Training  began  in  January  with  a  laid 
down  minimum  of  20km  per  week  for 
all.  There  were  no  drop  outs,  only 
additions. 

All  competitors  must  be  over  25  and 
we  swim  by  invitation  in  the  relay  event, 
which  conforms  to  US  Masters  criteria. 
Women  swim  in  both  events  and  the 
beach  swim  is  open  to  all  ages. 

The  Channel  Swim  is  in  an 
international  waterway  and  is  the  home 
of  breeding  whales.  It  is  a  tidal  stream 
and  almost  unpredictable.  Each  team 
swims  six  men  for  30  minutes  each  and 
then  each  man  swims  again  for  10 
minutes  until  the  race  is  completed. 

Each  man  experiences  different 
currents,  winds  and  swells.  Some  will  be

Jim  Montgomery,  a  1976  Olympian 
with  three  Golds,  a  school  mate  of  Neil 
Rogers  with  whom  he  teamed  and  won  a 
USA  National  4  X  100,  is  the  lead  man 
and  head  coach. 

He  has  nine  associate  coaches,  nine 
Olympic  pools  and  600  senior  swimmers 
in  his  Dallas  complex. 

We  gave  them  a  TattersalPs  flag  and 
they  returned  their  Lone  Star  Flag  which 
will  hang  with  pride  in  the  Sportsman's 
Room  at  Tattersall’s. 

Without  support  such  trips  are  not 
possible  and  it  was  due  to  the 
enthusiasm,  generosity,  dedication  and 
courage  of  Stuart  and  Katie  McAllum 
that  the  trip  proceeded. 

Peter  Joseph,  Tony  King,  Ray 
Fleming,  Norm  Hodgson,  Terry 
Jackman  and  others  all  helped  out 
generously.  Peter  and  Tony  are  Maui 
men  over  several  years.  Continental 
Airlines  (Ken  Glover)  with  Morrison

The  top  side  we  entered  in  the  Relay 
ran  second  against  80  teams  and  the 
Number  2  team  swam  1  hour  faster  than 
previously.  How  proud  was  John 
Murray  putting  his  arm  on  the  Black 
Rock  at  Lahaina.

Jack  MacMahon’s  effort  to  keep  the 
senior  team  in  the  relay  and  to  finish 
second  in  his  age  group  in  the  Beach 
race  was  the  shining  example  of  what 
senior  swimming  is  all  about.  He  did  us 
proud. 

The  sportsmanship  of  James  Tuite 
and  Dennis  Wilson  and  their  attitude  to 
eight  months  training  and  their 
competitive  nature  was  in  keeping  with 
all  our  traditions. 

The  Video  of  the  Swims  shows  James 
in  full  flight  and  could  be  a  best  seller. 
See  Katrinia  Anderson  for  video 
censorship  details  and  queue  up.  She  is 
receptive  to  monetary  gestures! 

Tony  Anderson,  with  his  beautiful 
smooth  stroking,  was  a  sight  for  old 
eyes.  He  rode  shot-gun  for  Jack 
MacMahon  in  the  Beach  Swim  and  he  is 
a  finei  example  of  what  a  team  is  all 
about.  I  know  we  can’t  turn  back  the 
clock,  but  I  wonder  how  good  Tony 
would  have  been  if  ever  he  had  been 
coached. 

Robert  Farrell’s  efforts  from  barrier  to 
box  were  sensational.  This  .was  his  first 
tour  and  what  a  shame  he  waited  so 
long.  I  am  sure  he  will  repeat  many 
times. 

Neil  Rogers,  a  tried  and  proven 
campaigner  over  many  years  at  top 
levels  of  international  swimming,  gave 
his  all,  including  bumping  into  the 
mother  craft  on  several  occasions  with 
little  damage  to  the  vessel.  Neil’s  swim 
in  the  Beach  event  was  a  bottler. 

Mike  Gillis  is  probably  the  most 
relaxed  top  line  swimmer  I  have  seen 
since  Murray  Rose.  Here  I  see  untapped 
ability.  Mike  had  a  chest  complaint 
which  took  10  minutes  to  clear  in  the 
relay  but  the  only  fellow  who  knew  was 
Mike. 

John  Murray,  Tony  King,  Peter 
Purcell  and  John  Forsyth,  came  and  saw 
and  conquered.  Tony  had  a  lot  of 
trouble  acquiring  a  suitable  craft  and 
ended  up  with  a  60-foot  yacht  which 
was  allowed  to  carry  only  six,  so  all  the 
ladies  who  wanted  to  sail  with  them 
were  transferred  to  the  big  boat.  We  did 
not  mind  at  all. 

Peter  is  a  triathlon  exponent  and  he  is 
as  fit  a  man  as  I  have  seen.  Tony  King’s 
Beach  swim  was  his  best  ever.  John 
Forsyth  arrived  late  and  left  early.  John 
is  generally  a  marathon  runner  but  leg 
troubles  and  the  old  love  (the  water) 
brought  him  back  to  us.  John  Murray 
was,  as  usual,  dedicated  to  the  task. 

John  Barrel!  and  Andrew  Torok,  I 
quite  honestly  believed,  would  not  make 
the  grade.  Both  in  January  would  tire  in 
an  80  yards  dash.  But  eight  months  later, 
they  were  both  in  open  sea,  surf  and  rip 
for  up  to  two  hours  at  a  time,  in  a 
strange  country  and  enjoying  every 
minute  of  it.  There  is  an  example  for  all. 

David  Robinson  was  sensational.  I 
have  not  seen  such  improvement  in  a 
senior  swimmer  for  many  years.  I  would 
like  to  see  David  organise,  with  the  rest 
of  his  team,  an  age  group  relay.  John 
Barrel!  was  too  young  this  year  to  make 
us  eligible.  This  group  swimming  is  big 


in  the  rest  of  the  world.  Masters 
Swimming  —  we  will  have  to  look  at  it 
in  the  near  future. 

Tom  Nolan  gets  the  courage  award  of 
the  tour.  What  a  powerful  chap!  An  800 
metres  runner  of  years  gone,  he  thought 
that  if  you  breathed  every  four  strokes 
that  was  just  fine.  He  found  it  much 
easier  when  he  learned  to  divide  by  four 
for  long  swimming. 

Tom  was  seasick  three  times  in  the 
Channel  and  the  wisdom  of  John 
Greaves  returning  him  to  the  depths  on 
each  occasion  was  a  dubious  medical 
diagnosis,  but  nevertheless  successful. 

'  What  a  great  man  to  have  around  in 
any  side  is  John  Greaves;  a  man  aware 
of  what  has  to  be  done  and  does  it.  He 
was  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us.
